RETURNING LANCERS 


Hundreds of people filled 
Northampton town centre for 
a parade to welcome back the 
county’s 9/12th Lancers to the 
UK after an eight-month tour 
in Afghanistan.

The troops, in smart dress, 
carried the swords and lances 
typically used during the First 
World War and were followed 
by a marching band and an ar¬ 
ray of military vehicles. 

Among the troops was 
Lance Corporal Daniel Wool- 
liscroft, from Northamp¬ 
ton, whose family of 15 went 
to watch him during the pa¬ 
rade. His stepfather, Stewart, 
said: “Dan is an absolute hero. 


They’ve really showed them¬ 
selves well. It’s been absolutely 
awesome.” 

Lord Lieutenant for North¬ 
amptonshire, David Laing, 
said: “This is a very special day 
and it shows how people here 
regard everything that the 
Armed Forces do for us. We’ve 
had a large number of people 
come from the town and they 
are all fascinated by it.” 

In the Market Square, there 
were stalls from the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion and Northampton’s 
Territorial Army, inviting peo¬ 
ple to see and sit in two of their 
military crane vehicles. 

The cavalry regiment, 
formed in i960 by an amalga¬ 
mation of the 9 th Queen’s Roy¬ 
al Lancers and the 12th Royal 
Lancers, will undergo further 
change next year when they 
combine with the Queen’s 
Royal Lancers to form a single 
regiment, The Royal Lancers, 
which will be based in York¬ 
shire, but continue to recruit 
from Northamptonshire.

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A woman whose mother was 
one of five elderly residents 
who died in a Northampton 
care home in 2009, has wel¬ 
comed a decision to launch 
a criminal investigation into 
their deaths.

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Marie Robinson’s mother, Do¬ 
reen Sheridan, was one of the 
pensioners who died at Park- 
side Nursing Home in St Mat¬ 
thew’s Parade, Northampton, 
between July and August, 
2009. 

Following her 83-year-old 
mother’s death, Mrs Robinson, 
of Hunsbury Hill, said she be- 
lived the care she received at 
the home had been “disgrace¬ 
ful”. 

But, after an inquest in¬ 
to the five deaths, the county 
coroner ruled they died from 


natural causes as there was no 
evidence to suggest that neglect 
was a direct cause of death. 

The Chronicle & Echo cam¬ 
paigned at the time for the rul¬ 
ing to be reviewed to allow a 
police investigation to take 
place, but the coroner’s rul¬ 
ing meant that a police inquiry 
could not be set up. 

Mrs Sheridan, who had se¬ 
vere Alzheimer’s disease, died 
on August 4,2009. A post mor¬ 
tem examination recorded 
the cause of death as being, in 
part, bronchopneumonia and 
doctors told her family it was 
brought on by a lack of mobility. 

Northamptonshire Police 
has now decided to re-open the 
investigation following a report 
by the Nursing and Midwifery 
Council. 

Mrs Robinson said: “It has 


been a long time coming. I’m 
extremely pleased something 
is going to be done and I hope 
I can finally get justice for my 
mother. 

“I think it was a case that 
it was thought because they 
were old, people they did not 
matter. I thank the Chronicle & 
Echo and, in particular, report¬ 
er Nick Spoors, who has done a 
sterling job keeping this in the 
spotlight.” 

In December last year, five 
nurses were struck off after the 
council hearing into the treat¬ 
ment of some residents. The 
five were home manager Phyl¬ 
lis Johnson and nurses Anas- 
tacia Madulu, Girlie Franklin, 
Maria McKenzie, and Mary 
Ombu, who were all found to 
have failed to provide basic care 
for 10 residents.

1 in 7 children live 
in poverty across 
county- report 


Opposition parties have called 
for an official support strat¬ 
egy in Northamptonshire 
after it was revealed that one 
in seven children in the county 
lived in poverty. 

The figure, which amounts to 
19.000 children in Northamp¬ 
tonshire and 6.000 in North¬ 
ampton specificially, was 
given in a report published by 
Save the Children. 

It showed that 14 per cent 
of children aged under 18 lived 
below the poverty line across 
Northamptonshire and East 
Midlands, the same as the UK 
average. 

The figure for adults of one 
in five was also equal to the 
national average, although 
the actual number, count¬ 
ed against the electoral role, 
could be as high as 100,000 
in the county and 30,000 in 
Northampton itself. 

During a full county coun¬ 
cil meeting last week, Labour 


and Lib Dem councillors pro¬ 
posed a motion to introduce 
a formal poverty strategy to 
help tackle the problem. 

But the motion was voted 
out as Conservatives argued 
the best way to reduce pover¬ 
ty long-term was to build local 
businesses to create jobs. 

Lib Dem councillor, 
Brendan Glynane, said: “Any¬ 
thing that can be done to re¬ 
duce the number of people in 
poverty should be done. 


■ Figures for people living 
in poverty in the UK were 
measured using a relative in¬ 
come poverty line, classing 
anyone earning less than 60 
per cent of the national aver¬ 
age as “at-risk of poverty.” 

■ But Conservative council- 


“We should be offering bet¬ 
ter career advice in schools, 
making sure debt advice is 
freely available; we need to 
make sure this help is easy to 
find and access.” 

“It’s about making sure em¬ 
ployers and potential employ¬ 
ees are joined up, and it’s about 
making sure services that peo¬ 
ple rely on in times of trouble 
are responsive, empathetic 
and effective.”

“socialist dogma” to call peo¬ 
ple “poor” based on this. He 
said: “We need to make sure 
we offer equal opportunities 
for anyone in poverty to get 
themselves out. It is not such 
a simple task of strategy.”

Contractors have started 
works to de-pedestrianise 
part of the town centre, de¬ 
spite months of protests and 
debate.

However, businesses in 


Wellington Street said they 
were facing weeks of road¬ 
works outside the premises. 

Carol Arias, of Maria’s Cafe, 
said: “Since the work is going 
ahead now, there’s nothing we 
can do about it. 

“We are just trying to be 
positive. We don’t know how 
it will affect custom, but we 
are really missing being able 
to put tables and chairs out¬ 
side.” 

Cafe owner, Maria Arias, 
said she was worried people in 
mobility scooters would strug¬ 
gle to get past their cafe while 
work was going on. 

Last week, the foundations 
were dug for the Francis Crick 
statue which is to be relocated 
outside the Marks & Spencer 
store in Abington Street. 


The £100,000 monument 
was moved from the top end 
of the street to make way for 
the road re-opening scheme. 

However the installation of 
the statue had to be delayed as 
the hole dug for its new loca¬ 
tion became filled with water 
last week. 

A council spokesperson 
said: “We have been advised 
by the contractors that the 
water that has gathered has 
not been caused by the work 
taking place and is likely to be 
from a leak that has been there 
for some time. 

“Anglian Water has been 
informed and will deal with 
this appropriately.” 

“The sculpture will be 
moved as soon as this issue is 
resolved.”

Park calls for help 
to report campers 


Park rangers have appealed 
for help in reporting people 
who set up campsites, fires 
and barbecues at a Northamp¬ 
ton beauty spot. 

The concerns were raised fol¬ 
lowing sightings of people 
starting fires, putting up tents 
and swimming in the lake at 
Delapre Abbey, in London 
Road, in Far Cotton, in North¬ 
ampton, as the weekends get 
warmer. 

Friends of Delapre Abbey 
reported one occasion over the 
weekend when a family group 
was committing all the offenc¬ 
es at once, including pitching 
four tents. 

Police were called to move 
the party on. 


Following an increase in 
similar incidents, the Friends 
set up a Facebook page to re¬ 
mind people that such activi¬ 
ties are not allowed and that 
swimming in the lake, which 
is popular with waterskiers, is 
unsafe. 

One person said that walk¬ 
ing through the country park 
was “like walking through a 
homeless site”. 

Other contributors sug¬ 
gested installing more waste 
bins and notices, recruiting 
volunteer litter pickers and 
hiring more park rangers. 

Delapre only has one offi¬ 
cial park ranger, who is cur¬ 
rently on long-term leave, and 
no park wardens, who would 
have stronger powers of en- 


forecement. 

Temporary volunteer park 
ranger, Max Lang, said: “The 
Friends are looking at having 
more bins put in and recruiting 
volunteers to patrol the park 
and stamp on the problems as 
and when they happen. 

“We are also welcoming 
“park friends” to report peo¬ 
ple who are abusing the park. 

“Our new Delapre Park Man¬ 
agement Committee is now offi¬ 
cially in action to help us finally 
do something about this yearly 
problem. At our meeting this 
week, Northampton Borough 
Council promised to provide 
more bins near Eagle Drive car 
park and the Water Ski Club, 
and they have agreed to regular¬ 
ly clear litter from the car park.”

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Readers help pay for buggy 


Chronicle & Echo readers 
have raised £640 to pay for a 
new specialist mobility buggy 
for an eight-year-old boy in 
Northampton.

However, after Ross’ story 
was featured in the Chron, lo¬ 
cal people across Northamp¬ 
tonshire came together to 
pay for the specialist piece of 
equipment. 

Mrs Platt said: “I just want 
to say a massive thank you 
to Newlife and the Chron for

helping to fund the three- 
wheeler buggy. It has made a 
huge difference and we have 
already been out to explore the 
fields surrounding our home. 

“In the past we haven’t 
been able to walk through 
these areas so it was absolute¬ 
ly lovely to get out there. Best 
of all, Ross really enjoyed it, he 
was very comfortable. 

“This buggy means we can

New signing John-Joe looking forward to new challenge

John-Joe O’Toole says he opted 
to sign for the Cobblers as 
he feels they are a team with 
whom he can win promotion to 
a higher level. 

The 25-year-old midfielder 
this week joined Marc Rich¬ 
ards and Kaid Mohamed on the 
new arrivals list at Sixfields in 
a move that has been described 
by some as the transfer of the 
summer.

“There’s a bit of security 
with that (the length of the deal) 
as well and I can’t wait to get go¬ 
ing now.” 

Meanwhile, Cobblers boss 
Chris Wilder has described 
his new addition as ‘one of the 
stand-out players’ in Sky Bet 
League Two last season, and 
admitted he had to work hard 
to secure his signing. 

Wilder said: “I think he was 
one of the stand-out players 
in the league last year and he 
scored a very good amount of 
goals from midfield in a team 
that didn’t have a great deal of 
success.
